Sewerage 

Work  continued  on  tlie  Copplestone/Yeof  ord  regional  sewerage  scheme 
throughout  the  year. 

'York  started  on  three  sewerage  scehemes  for  the  villages  of  Coldridge, 
Poughill  and  T ‘emhworthy. 

The  Copplestone/Yeof  ord  works  will  be  of  the  traditional  type,  with 
settlin0  tanks  and  aerobic  filters. 

The  works  at  Cole  ridge,  Poughill  and  "'emhworthy  will  be  of  the  modern 
mechanical  package  type.  The  plant  to  be  used  is  the  'BioJisc"  by  Fessrs  Ames 
Crosta.

Hater  Supply  - Public 


Water  from  the  N.D.  .B.  mains  is  available  in  all  villages  and 
hamlets  and  to  most  areas  throughout  the  district.  A wholesome  and  continuous 
supply  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

During'  June  complaint  of  discolouration  was  received  from  residents 
in  the  Cheriton  Fitzpaine  area.  This  was  rectified  hy  flushing  mains  in  the  area. 

Thirty  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  the  N.D.  .13.  mains  supply 
by  officials  of  the  N.D.W.B.  Three  samples  were  unsatisfactory,  but  proved  to  be 
satisfactory  on  re-sampling. 

Nine  samples  were  taken  from  the  emergency  source  at  Dugford  quarry, 
Lapford.  This  source  was  utilised  during  the  Summer  peak  demand  period. 

New  water  mains  were  laid  as  follows- - 

Crediton  Hamlets  (Yeoford)  - Diversion  of  existing  main  re  new  sewage  works. 

99  yds  6"  diameter  P.V. C. 

Lapford  (Higlifield  Estate)  - New  hou si n&  development.  34  yds  4"  diameter  spun  iron. 

90  yds  3"  diameter  spun  iron. 

Shobrooke  - New  Council  Estate.  92  yds  3"  diameter  spun  iron. 

It  is  not  the  policy  of  the  N.J.  .B.  to  add  S.uo ride  to  the  water  supply. 


Bow  Parish  Supply 


Officials  of  .uevon  County  Council  took  eijit  samples  from  this  supply. 

One  unsatisfactory  sample  was  invesui  ated.  'Tlie  contamination  was  found  to  be 
associated  with  maintenance  work  which  was  being  carried  out  at  the  time  of  sampling. 

■ ater  Supply  - Private 

Two  samples  were  taken  from  private  wells  which  it  was  proposed  to  use 
for  domestic  purposes.  Both  these  sables  were  found  to  be  highly  satisfactory. 

Two  cases  came  to  the  attention  of  this  office,  of  wells  subject  to 
contamination  from  farming  operations.  In  both  instances  the  properties  concerned 
have  been  connected  to  the  F.D.H. B. 

A sample  taken  from  a farranouse  in  connection  with  an  improvement  grant 
enquiry  was  found  to  he  grossly  contaminated.  This  property  has  also  been  connected 
to  the  N.D.  .u.  main  supply. 


A total  of  three  water  samples  was  submitted  for  examination 
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School  Swimming  Pools 


Five  schools  in  this  district  have  swimmin^  pools.  .Twelve  water 
samples  were  taken  and  advisory/supervisory  visits  made  "by  officials  of  Devon 
County  Council. 

Public  Health  Complaints 

One  complaint  concerned  a farm  worker  who  was  keeping  several  breeding 
sows  and  their  progeny  immediately  adjoining  an  occupied  cottage.  The  pig  keeper 
was  interviewed  and  discontinued  this  practice* 

The  unexpected  deaths  of  a farm  workers  pet  dog,  budgerigar  and  gerbil 
were  investigated,  with  assistance  from  the  Solid  Fuel  Advisory  Service  and  a local 
veterinary  surgeon.  The  deaths  were  attributed  to  carbon  monoxide  poinoning  due  to 
a faulty  flue  pipe.  The  faulty  pipe  has  now  been  replaced  with  a modern  twin  wall 
insulated  metal  flue  pipe. 

Instances  came  to  the  attention  of  this  office,  of  contamination  of  the 
highway  by  effluent  from  an  intensive  pig  rearing  unit  and  by  manure  from  a battery 
poultry  unit.  The  farmers  concerned  were  interviewed  with  satisfactory  results. 
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Caravan  Site  and  Control  or  Jevelomont  Act  I960  and  Tented  .Camoin  Sites 


At  31st  Jecenber  1972  there  were  five  licensed  caravan  sites  in  this 
district.  No  new  caravan  licenses  were  issued  during  the  year.  'The  licensed  sites 
conprise  five  individual  residential  sites  and  a single  site  for  six  touring  vans. 

Five  sites  were  issued  with  certificates  issued  under  Paragraph  5 of"  the 

above  Act. 

Two  long  established,  but  unlicensed  sites  received  a United  number  of 
towin0  vans  and  tents  duri rg  the  summer. 

A number  of  rural  sites  were  used  by  tourists  under  conditions  which 
do  not  require  planning  approval  or  site  licensing.  The  exact  number  of  these 
sites  is  not  known. 

during  1972  planning  approval  was  given  for  the  use  of  a field  for 
holiday  tenting  only,  at  fbodland  head.  The  owner  constructed  a temporary  sanitary/ 
welfare  block,  and  installed  septic  tank  drainage.  The  plannin  permission  was  for 
a period  0::'  five  ; ears  and  for  t d s reason  a temporary  wooden  sanitary/welfare  block 
was  considered  adequate. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Scaven  ;ing 

The  weekly  kerbside  collection  of  refuse  by  contract  labour  continued, 
and  the  special  summer  service  for  emptying  litter  bins  and  for  cleaning  up  laybys 
along  the  main  holiday  routes  was  again  implemented. 

-he  two  tips,  at  Sutton  .uarry,  Sandford  and  Ferry,  Cheriton  T'itzpaine, 
continued  in  use  and  were  available  for  the  use  of  householders  in  this  district. 
Unwanted  vehicles  and  other  bulky  refuse  is  dealt  with  at  Sutton  guarry.  A local 
dairy  firm  was  found  to  be  tipping  liquid  waste  at  Sue  ton  uiarry.  This  practice 
v/as  considered  undesirable  and  has  new  ceased. 

Arrangements  were  contineu  for  the  scavenging  of  village  streets  by  part 
time  labour  at  Bov/,  Uewto  3t.  Cyres,  Lapford  and  orchard  bishop,.  Chawleigh  and 

Sandf  0 rd. 

Vermin  Control 

■Tarfarin  based  rodcnticide  continued  to  be  supplied  free  of  charge  for 
domestic  premises  and  at  cost  price  for  farmers  and  business  premises.  Advice 
and  practical  assistance  was  given  in  connection  with  rat  infestations  at  eight 
premi ses. 


The  Councils  sewers  were  test  baited  and  a^ain  found  to  be  free  from 

rats. 

Civic  Amenities  -act. 


Two  derelict  cars  were  dealt  with  informally.  No  other  abandoned 
vehicles  came  to  the  attention  of  this  office. 

Animal  0 :.rdin  , Establishment  ^ct 

One  kennels,  one  cattery  and  one  combined  kennels/ cat tery  were 
relicensed.  One  new  kennels  establishment  was  constructed  and  licensed  after 
full  consultation  with  this  office. 

All  the  premises  were  inspected  and  found  satisfactory.

year.  Progress  was  hampered  by  inclement  weather,  and  a high  Oround  water  level, 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  'The  shortage  of  skilled  labour  was  also  a 
contributory  factor  to  slow  progress.

At  the  end  of  the  year  19  premises  with  a total  of  48  employees  were 
registered.  The  majority  of  the  employees,  of  whom  41  were  females, are  in  catering 
trades.  Seventeen  visits  '.ere  made  in  connection  with  this  act,  and  three  premises 
received  a full  inspection.  Ho  serious  contraventions  were  noted. 

Ho  premises  were  audecl  to,  or  deleted  from  the  register.

Unsound  food  complaint 

A holiday  maker  complained  that  a sausage  roll,  purchased  from 
a cafe  in  tnis  district  was  mouldy. 

The  offending  sausage  roll  was  forwarded  to  tnis  office  and 
was  found  to  be  mouldy,  but  there  was  a considerable  delay  between  the 
purchase  of  the  sausage  roll  and  its  arrival  at  this  office.  The  cafe 
concerned  was  inspected  and  the  appropriate  advice  given  to  the  proprietor.

Two  degenerative  lesions  which  could  have  been  C.  Bovis  were  encountered. 

The  degeneration  was  considered  too  advanced  to  permit  positive  identification. 
The  affected  parts  were  destroyed  and  the  remainder  released  as  recommended 
in  Ministry  of  Agricultures  Fisheries  ana  Food  Circular  F3H  30/66 
Paragraph  12.

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Poultry  Inspection 


Ministry  of  Health  and  Social  Security,  Circular  l/l7  Para.  9 ( c) 

There  is  one  major  poultry  processing  unit  in  this  district.  It 
is  operated  in  connection  with  a poultry  rearing  unit  on  a large  local  farm. 

The  poultry  dealt  with  is  specifically  bred  for  table  purposes  no  laying  birds 
are  dealt  with. 

Birds  are  plucked  on  a modern  system,  using  mechanical  equipment 
and  despatched  ungutted.  Killing  is  normally  restricted  to  two  days  per  week. 

During  the  year  eight  visits  were  made  by  officers  of  this 

department. 

It  is  estimated  that  120,000  chickens  average  weight  IB  and 
5 j 400  turkeys  average  weight  17  lb.  were  killed  at  the  premises  referred  to 
above.  The  owners  have  advised  that  some  0. pg-  of  the  poultry  killed  was 
rejected  for  human  consumption. 

I am  not  aware  of  any  other  premises  where  regular  large  scale 
slaughtering  takes  place. 

Occasional  poultry  slaughtering  does  occur  at  various  agricultural 
premises  throughout  the  district,  particularly  in  the  Christmas  season.  Regular 
inspection  is  not  considered  practical  under  present  conditions. 
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
